ager for the B urlington railway, was 
discharged by Judge 
M cPherson iii 
I liq U nited States, d istrict court. 
The 
court sustained the d e m u rre r of C ros­ 
b y’s counsel, holding th a t no evidence 
hod been presented to connect Cros­ 
by with a conspiracy as charged in 
the indictm ent re tu rn ed last Decem­ 
ber by the grand 
jury. 
This indict­ 
m ent charged that 
Crosby had con­ 
spired 
with George 
L. Thom as, 
a 
freigh t broker, and L. B. Taggart, his 
clerk, to pay rebates to certain per­ 
sons. 
T hen th e two cases against Thom as 
and T aggart were considered. 
In the 
first 
case, in which th e 
d e f e n d a n ts 
w ere charged w ith 
conspiring w ith 
Crosby to pay rebates, th e dem urrer 
of the defense w as granted. 
In this 
case Judge M cPherson said, in effect, 
th a t the evidence 
show ed 
that if a 
crim e had 
been com m itted 
it w as 
com m itted in New York or Chicago, 
outside the jurisdiction of this court. 
T he contracts m ade by shippers with 
T h om as 
could 
not

e stab lishm ents shall be m aintained in 
a sanitary condition, gives the inspec­ 
tors access to all d ep artm en ts of them 
and forbids in te rs ta te

th e inspection.

expense of the 
inspection is to be borne by the ow n­ 
ers 
and a fine 
of $10,000 
and im­

The water in the Mississippi river at 
Brainerd is again on the rise, it hav­ 
ing corno up about four inches last 
night. Seldom has the river continued 
out of its banks so long as it has this 
year. 
In fact it has been out of its 
banks at Brainerd a large pnrt of tho 
past year. 
It rose in June last and es 
tnblished a now high water mark at the 
pump house and though after several 
weeks it again receded from tho flats 
north of town, it came up again in tho 
fall so that there was skating on tho 
flats nearly all winter. When tho snow 
went off, tile river raised rapidly and 
has remained so high ever since that 
the pump house crew have had to use a 
boat all spring in going to and from J 
their work. And tho worst of it is that 
there seems no sign of an end to tho 
high w ater. There was no chanco this 
year to release the water in Jthe govern­ 
ment reservoirs between the spring 
high water and the usual Juno riso and 
just what the result will bo if the rainy 
weather continues, is a matter of doubt. 
Brainerd and the Upper Mississippi 
river are far from being alone in their 
tribulation, however, and according to 
reports from other sections, the crc; s 
in Crow Wing county are standing tho 
wet weather much better than la most 
parts of the country.

TEACHERS GUING HOML 


State Game and Fish Commisson Using 


Incubators in Propogating Game 


Birds 
The Minneapolis Journal has tho fol­ 
lowing to say about experiments in 
pheasant raising being conducted by 
the game and fish commission: 
The state game and fish commission 
contem plates raising pheasants on a 
large scale and eventually stocking tho 
entire state wTith this game bird, if an 
experiment about to bo tried in Minne­ 
apolis proves successful. 
At tho St. Paul hatchery of tho state 
commission there are now eighty pheas­ 
ants. 
Of 
these, fifty-two 
are hens. 
These birds are prolific, each hen laying 
twenty-fivo to sixty-five eggs a year. 
But in captivity, the hens refuse to nest 
anil hatch the eggs. 
Accordingly the 
eggs so far have been hatched in nests 
of common barnyard fowls. 
It is now planned to use incubators 
for hatching the pheasant eggs. 
To ex­ 
periment along this line, eighty pheas­ 
ant eggs were today sent to expert in­ 
cubator men of the International Stock 
Food company, Minneapolis, 
lf the in­ 
cubators are successful, they will be 
adopted for use at the St. P aul h a tc h ­ 
ery.
